cuiried the years 1914 to 1918. Thaôc facts, together 
with • personal literary charm, probably explain 
the phenomenal popularity of R. H. Bruce Xiock- 
hart's "British Ag<ent" which appeared last year. 
The conclusion of that book left us at the month 
of October, 191B, when Lockhart and his fell^ 
prisoners were freed from Soviet Russia in exchange 
for' Utvinoff and others in England. 

"Retreat Fi'om Glory" picks up Ills story from 
this point and carries It down to about 1938. m 
this interval Bruce Lockhart was commercial sec- 
retary to 'the Legation at Prague, Banker and Jour- 
nalist. His peregrinations take him over Sootiand, 
Enç^land, Czecho-Slovakia, Austria and Oerinany. 
We meet any number of important personages— J, 
H. Thomas, the Sidney Webbs, Lord Beaverteook, 
Mr. Balfour, Lord Mllner, Harold Nicolion, Arthur 
Hendtison, Winston Chut'chl)!, Sir George Clerk, 
President Uasayk, Dr. Benes, Dr. Svrttla, H.' O. 
Wdls, Kerensky, Hitler, Karl Koaelilh, Gustav' 
Streseman, Kaiser Wilhelm, Bernard 8haw, Rottiain 
RolUuid.

]nob*bly the best part of the botric la Book n 
entitled "Oastles in Bohemia" which deecribes his 
sojourn in Csecho-SlovaÙfU|^^ presents us with 
an aUe picture of the yoûi^^râuie, Its', leaders 
and ks: (together with CenlaSl||m5Sp«'s) proUems. 
,'niia- •eeUon.o'^elpa us reallae 'the problems that 
faced and 'are still fachig the new states made up 
of tit* old Auttro-Huagarlan Empire. We cannot 
help but adopt Mr; I<ockhart's pessimistic view as 
regarda Austria after such a picture of misery por- 
trayed of a ^^^^^glory that once vm. ; . 

Mr.' LoeUvK^a^^mutlon to the cent^ 
proUem is the eistabllshment of an economic Ansch- 
luss—not a poUtlcal one. and it seems to Uiis re- 
viewer that mdti a view is soijad. The cultunl 
life of the nation which pais uoider the author's 
eyes, are ' rather strangely neglected, ^tliouih' hé 
expresses a great interest ia musie and other forms 
of arir. However, perhaps this is too miid^ to expect. 

The botiE certainly holds one's intent, and 
gives an "inside" picture of certain phaoea <ot past? 
war Europe that cannot fail to be of im^pottMce 
to anyone who^ hopes to understand oontemporary 
conditions. There are a number of delightful dis- 
cussions on hunting, fishing, and night clubs. The 
book will certainly be a success, although X doubt 
if it will attain the popularity of "The Britidi 
Age^t."^ I beUere this, ,n^ because tiie book is not 
so wen-written as hU earlier book, but béeause the 
events treated by the latter, if not actually of great- 
er importanoe, at least haye^the^ppearanee of behig 
so, in the . Russla-conscl^^^ of today. 

The style, is simple! -but not elevating. The 
printing Is rather' liaphaeard, and certain rather 
bad spelling mistakes occur. This book deserves to 
be read for the entertainment it provides, if not for 
anything e]£e, although there are any number of 
attractions in it for various people.

rriOX: AlXiANTIO MONTHLY Annual Prize, has 
^ hitherto been a much contested award, and one 
which has never failed to place it.s winners at the 
top rung of the ladder, in the field, of literature. 
The nineteen thirty;?fpur winner, "Dusk at the 
Grove" is no exception to Ùie rule. A remarkably 
fine novel has been given .the place it certainly 
deserves. 

In describing tlic book it is useless to use trite 
or harikneyjgd phrases, the book Itself is far, from 
tritê^Ç^^teUily anything ! but hackneyéd. ^' It is 
one of 'those :rare^5novels , which place their main' 
emphasis on the 'treatment and development of a 
group of characters, rather than on story interest. 
Samuel Rogers has, without ever allowing the story 
to lag, created a< group of characters, as vivid as 
those of any extant author. 

Tbe story is divided into five scenes, each at a 
different period in the lives of the persons depicted, 
and each laid at the "Grove." The autlior has at- 
tempted and succeeded .in showing the connection, 
of a person with their locale, and the influence this 
may have on him at various stages in his develop- 
.nw^tMi'. 

î^iWere are eight main cliaracters: Mark, a par- 
son and Luly Waring his wife; Brad, the thought- 
ful youngster who is sidetracked from the career of 
a surgeon , to .that of a broker, but who is superior 
at all times to his fate; Lhida, tjie. aesthetic, soulful, 
but very much alive daughterf ' bi'c^, the second 
son, a sort of Rogue Herries— always led ou 
tantaîlsed 'oy some elusive ideal which even ho hii^ 
self cannot define, and who liter makes an unfor- 
tunate marriage; Joel, cynic, dreamer, thinker, and 
Jov'er of Linda, a man who is .contrasted strongly 
with landa's husband,. Thornton, a..very.,wellTbred,

The use of the right 
should be treated circumspectly for once it is snapped out offensively 
there is no protection left against thè straight left of a clevér opponent, 
gee t hlMgsiçteàrly while you (ure stUl able to, and havjeAgawuh; contl- 
dsnce IS^ipiSwn ability to know that when you leaaiPPPRhe left 
hand the right is going to look aiter itself in lb own fashion. 

"On Guard" again, keep your chin well down and your elbows clo3c 
to the sides, and above all watcli your opponents .hands and not hl.<: 
feet, as some people insist on advising'. Thrust your left shoulder well 
forward, the woi{(ht falling on thé left foot which lies tlat on the 
ground, while every muscle iti thé body 'is completely relaxed— you ai e 
now all set, and about to deliver the most potent and hardest pundi 
that can be delivered with the left arm, the punishing left hook to the 
jaw.

Practice In Slow Motion 

To understand it more clearly, practise the full action of tiis left 
hook from start to finish in slow motion. Extend the le^t ana directly- 
in' frant'wliile the right, moving abqut the heart at the same tithe, keeps 
the chin iinder close confinement. Bring back the loft about tWelve 
Indies, Ih order to 'impart to it tlic nece&sary momentum. As you 
bring the arm around In a half circle, raise the left elbow, which gives 
the kick to the punch, but remember to keep the hands properly placed.

The defence for tiie punch would be either to back well covered, 
technically speaking, 'to fall away,' from thé blow, or else to block it. 
The latter is the easiest and safest fâr, whereas thè itep away requires 
a . good deal of practice and leàds to disaster if not ^^r^irly executed, 
the novice seems to pick up tiie block ikdth'littte èffèrt. à^ 
is of coune' that the block must be executed with the arm and not the 
chin. When a left hook is flung at you, sbnply throw up your right 
arm, keeping the elbow in close to the side, hi such a position that the 
fist is clenched «fust above tbe head.
